fSimcoo stre?t?. Tiio JiAi)liKt!i iire an mi- 
ostent.aioua body, yot thej havo in their 
timu fought great battles and dono good 
•work, imd equipped nioro than one 60I- 
dior for the grciit light with evil, whoso 
goniu.s was of so lai'go and brilliant char- 
uctor that tho whole of ProtoFtint Christ- 
endom ma.:o them tlieir own. We do not 
Ihiuk that wo are upi.ig exaggerated 
language when we say that John Buuyan 
•waa worth nearly all tbo thoologiaus that 
over lived, ontsido of the inspired proph- 
ets and apostles; and among preacher.s 
Bobert Hall rose to a height which both 
iu regard to his predtcessora and con- 
temporaries, and, up to tho present, hia 
snccessors jjrocluims him the oaglo of 
pulpit orators. They aro, too, an oner- 
getio bady, and bave always been amongst 
the foremost pioneers of tho Cross. Carey 
was a Baptist— ft iiaptistshoeraaker— who, 
laughing at tho proverb that tho shoe- 
maker should not go beyond his last, Biul 
defying tho wit of Hy.lney Smith, went 
forth to pi-oelaiiu the Ciospel to tho 
millions of India at a time w beu no man 
cared for them beyond growing rich out 
of tbom. Ouo wan full of energy and 
eloquouco devoted his lifo to the negro 
of Jamaica, nor need we bo surprised that 
iu thu States and among ourselves tbo 
missionary aetivity of tha Baptists is 
catholic in its aims, and makes itself felt 
in all directions. In tho struggle for 
civil and religious liberty , their acet and 
the name of their leaders wore well 
known, and many of them could say with 
the glorious dreamer, "I VfOB had home to 
prison," 60 familiar were they with tho 
back parlour of tho ignorant magistrate 
and tho dark and poisonous nir of the 
prison dungeon.- No body of Christians 
has had to struggle against so much ignor- 
ant ridicule,so much undeserved obloquy, 
so much malicious misrepresentation; 
wliilo the odium rightly belonging to 
nnotbor body in Germany with whi.h 
Ibey had nothing in common, save a 
portion of their Tiuw.i on biiptism, has 
bceu many a time athichoil to them. 

Throughout tho wiu-ld at tho present 
time the nuiuber of membora of tho Bap- 
tist Churuhes is two millions, and _ in or- 
der to get the number of Baptists in pnn- 
(■jplc — for f.'diitiliip is not transmitted — 
wo should multiply this by live. Of tho 
two million members by far tho greatiT 
portion is in tho Uiiiiod States, whera 
they number l,50O,G0U; England stands 
next having ISO, 01)0; VVaios uoxt, tho 
fiKuro there standing nt .">(), OUO; and so on; 
Bntisb Xortli Amciira having 17,000; tho 
Uest Indie:*, 2;;,II00; (rerm^uiy, 211,000; 
Bnrmah, I'J.OOO; Sweden, 10,000; Scot- 
land, 7,150; India, 7,OiiO, anil so on. Tlicro 
is not a spot from Mexico ea.sterward to 
China, from I'lnhmil to South Australia, 
where whoro wo sbail not lind the Bap- 
tists at work. In England the number of 
chuioheK if. '2,000; in the States, 18,500; in 
^Valoa 522; in the Dominion of C,uiada, 
640; in Burniah, ;!()5; and .so in proportion 
all over, liulia i" the great iijptist mis 
sion field, and there wo lind 17 churches 
and 115 statioiis. 'J'bey have a Bildo 
Translation Society of their own, for the 
eireiilalion of tliosu trauKlatious fiom 
from which tho British and PoroigD Biblu 
Soeietv hiiH withdriiwu its assistance on 
the ground that the words relating to the 
onliniinco of baiitism had been tranrtlat(!il 
by words signifying immorsion. They 
have 10 colleges in ( Ireat Britain, at which 
an a'Torage of 212 studfiniB attond ; and in 
addition to tho Oonoral Baptist Winiiiona- 
ry Soeioty, there aro special missionary 
Hocieties intended to work in all parts of 
tho world. Mr. Simrgoon is, wo need not 
say, a Baptist, and lu" is not tho only abl.,- 
preacher in the Denomination, though, 
with thot strange capacity the Baptist de- 
nomination has had for producing emi- 
nence, ho is undoubtedly tho greatast 
preacher in tiio werld. I'rogregs marks 
it iu ail directions, ihn chara^'tor of wliich 
may bo judged from thn Htatisiii^s in tho 
Uu'iled Statt-B, where it is huge.st in its re- 
presontation. Iu 17H1 there wore in the 
United Slates 471 ohnrehos, and iU min- 
isters, and 35,101 mombors of cluir'"h(-s; 
in 1871 there ware 1S,:1',I7 eh iirolios, 1 2,ii K! 
uiiuiHlcr.s, and i,l'-'J,101 m< inlii'rs of 
churches, whicli represent soniothing lilio 
BIX or snven uiillidiis of Bapiiats. 

In Ciiiada they havo tboir churehes, 
and Suuday schools, and mi^uions, all at- 
tended Willi increasing success; ministers 
from every quartor roporlingtlmt some of 
their congregation havo been led "to fol- 
low in tho path of ohodiem.'e;'' while ' tho 
siawoa of war"— the iiicoino -seems to bo 
in a Batisfaetory condition. At tho Cana- 
dian Literary Institute, at Woodstoek, 
many offloient minibtius havn been edu- 
cated. The number of conventions, so- 
cieties, asBOciations, indicates great activi- 
ty of zeal, It is not our province hero to 
discuss thn great distinguishing doclrino 
of the Baptists— to wit, that tho only trno 

j(oroi o| b»ptUm is immenion, f^na IU« 



only lit subjects for it adults who can lio 
said to havo a reasonable faith in tho 
Ciospel. Strict Baptists will not eren sit 
at tho same communion tab!o with "un- 

baptised" persons — that is to say, persons 
who havo not been immor.iod. In Eng- 
land, and, wo believe, in the States and 
here, the great majority of Baptists nro 
moderate C'ulviiiista, who preach tho doc- 
trine of grace and yet appeal vigorously 
to sinners. As wo havo said, the denom- 
ination is making progress amongst our- 
selves, and whether or not we consider 
that their views on tbo quiistiou of ba))- 
tism uro sustained by pchohirship, l)y an- 
cient practice, by Scripture, ami by reas- 
on, wo cannot rejoice in thoir advance; 
because from tho nature of things and 
the teaching of history we cannot avoid 
tho conclusion that this most democratic 
of se('ts — for each church is comploto in 
itself and ruled by univorsal sutTragu — 
will hkTO no other thaua hoalthyiulluenco 
on the Rpiritual, moral, and civic life of 
tho nation.

A FfeEE PRESS. 

A free Press ia the parent of much good 
iu the State. It ia tlio moLliinn tlirough 
-ivhich the views of ovcry class ami sootion 
of a commiiuity are dissoininutod, nud 
their wants made kiiowu. Withouta, free 
Press the minds of men bocoma dwarfed, 
nnd thoir capacity for understanding and 
appreciating public questions of impor- 
tance correspondingly limited. If men 
were all one -way of thinking; if, like 
costing from the founder's hands, the 
human mind was formed all iu one mould, 
tho ricnus homo would become dull, spir- 
itU'.'^-^, uupiogressivo; a mere machine, 
doBtit'uto aliko of ambition acd common 
seusu. Deprive man of the jiou-er of ox- 
presiiiug his views and you would convert 
liim iuto a tool, who, acceptiug thingM as 
they lire, asks no questions iind timnks 
God, like tho man iu the play, "tliut I 
am what I am." Deprive him of tho ri</ht 
of frou speech, free thought and free dis- 
ousKiou and you make of him a .slave, 
possesHcd of all tlie attributes of a man 
•without enjoying,' tho priviloj^cH dcare=t 
to the humiin heart. Tliat country pros- 
pers most whose Press is tho freest. 
Eugland, the greatest and freest nation on 
tlio face of the earth, owes her greatness 
to tho perfoctly nutrameled condition of 
her Press. There a newspaper may ex- 
press its senuineuts on any and every 
Bubjeet witlumt fear of consequen- 
ces so long as its articles 1)0 couched iu 
proper terms. There is no Bul)jc(^t that 
does not coma within tlie scope ot legiti- 
mate criticism; hence, it is quito common 
to find a portion of the Press of Gr6;it 
Britain interesting itself for peace, while 
ttio nation iseugugeil iu war, without in- 
curring popular censure or Governiucnl 
prosecution. There is no Estate.' of the 
Kingdom more jealously guarded by 
popular opujiou then tho Fourth I'.state. 
Tremendous sacrilices were made before 
the Press ottained to its present position: 
and its freedom will not bo lightly pai ted 
with. Evou a licentious press is a far loss 
evil than a press that is eu.shivod; because 
both sides m;iy be heard iu the former 
-ease, but not in the latter. John Bright, 
in one of hia matchless spcocbeH, declar 
ed that the power and greatness of Groat 
Britain were to be attribaled more to the 
perfect freedom of her Press than to any 
other caa'o; nnd we all know the rough 
treatment .1 ohu Bright rccci\ed from a 
hoBtilp Precis in tho outset of his political 
career. r.iisigovernuK.iit het^ius by di;- 
priving a man of liis rights and ends liy 
depriving liim of the power of appreciat- 
ing the value of that which he has lost. 
A gag placed on tbe Press would be tho 
lir.it atop to pull down the liberties of its 
people. Napoleon III. maintained him- 
uelf iu power as an absolute ruler over 
enlightened Franco by clapping a muz/.lo 
on the Press. The moment ho removed 
the muzzle the long pent-up feelings of 
the people found expression througn the 
Press and the days of tho Napoleooic dy- 
nasty were soon numbered. Tyranny has 
ever token a back scat where the Press 
had a fair held. History is tilled with ex- 
amples. 

The policy of this piper has always 
been to invite the fullest discussion on 
every subject. The man does not live iu 
Victoria whose communication on any 
public topic has boon refused insertion 
herein liecauso hia views were not in ac- 
cord v, . the politics of Tub Co-LOKTsr. 
We li. . -JVC it is oidy through hoaring all 
sides •.i...t the truth is arrived at by tho 
public. Polemics aio often enconrag.;d 
by one set of writers for the inirposo of 
pointing out tho errors of those op- 
posed to them. A poor old fellow 
once oxolainied in the bitterness of 
spirit, "Ohl that mine enemy would 
write a book." Why ? Because ho want- 
ed to get his adversary in a tight place- 
to have something on record to irip him 
up with. He felt that he could meet and 
combat sneoessfuUy with an enemy who 
wrote what ho thought; but ho could not 
mske head ngoiu.st unwritten slanders. 
Now, we always welcome letters 
eveu from political opponents. To 
deny the use ot thi'se eolunnia for the ex- 
pression of every shade of public senii- 
ment would be to deny to a very largo 
number of persons in this community the 
right to bo hoard. Whether wo agree with 
the writers is another matter entirely. 
AVIicu Lord Carnarvon's dispatch camo to 
hand the other d.ay we s^id "it is idle to 
speoulate" as to its contents; while wo 
hoped for tho best, we askcil tin; country 
to be prepared for something loss than, 
most assuredly, thoy havo a right to ex- 
pect. It, however, nie-mbers of this com- 
munity see fit to "speculate" and ask us to 
insert their thoughts, surely we can ven- 
ture to do so without being told that wo 
are perpetrating a public? wrong. If any 
man in this country thinks ho can propose 
. a solution for our present dilH- 
culties wo shall be happy at 
every hazard to alVord him an op- 
portunity to air his scheme. Kepiira- 
tion wo 'regard as tho dernier re.forl: and 
before British Coluiuhians comment to take 
tho "leap in tho dark" they will want to 
bo informed if there is not sonie (Jtlier 
and more practicable way of securing their 
rights. Perhaps Lord Carnarvon will 
suggest that way. Wo sincerely hopo 
that ho will; but. while an.^iously await- 
ing his reply should any citizon feel 
"moved" to ''spooulato" ho will find us 
not indisposed to give him a hearing. 
This, in our opinion, is tho true mission 
of a free Press. A ProbS enslaved by fear 
cf consequences may cause error to bo 
more current than wisdom, and wrong 
inoro poweifnl than right. It takes away 
tho true light and sets up a false ono that 
deooya to destruction.

If the blighter of character is 
allowed to posB unnoticed and UDobal- 
longod, whoso reputation shall be safe 
while so ba; o a press is controlled by so 
Tinprinciplod nn editor? Were justice 
dealt out proportionate to his des^jcrts, 
wore crime made to iiear tho full burden 
of its hideous guilt, thoro should bo 
stamped in letters indelible on the brow 
of such an ono the stigma "scoundrel."

The Fatal Drop. 

Tho Oregonian ban tho particulars of tho 
execution of a young niau named William 
Kay Neil, at Albany, Oregon, on tho 26th 
inst. Tho prisoner spoke from the scaf- 
fold as follows: 

"Ladiex and Qentlemen: I am to bo ex- 
cutod. I want j'ou to listen to me. I 
havo been improperly convicted. I ain't, 
I ain't, I fool I'm innocent of tho charge 
against me; of anything proved against 
mo. I was justitlablo in what I did. I 
ain't, I ain't, I ain't guilty. Ibelieve in 
the Lord Jesus Christ; that saves me now. 
I am ready to go now, I am. I did not 
do this murder of which I am charged. 
Nov I am going to say that I think — " 

Tho rope was then placed around his 
nock bj- the sherilf, when Neil added, 
"God help mo," and in a moment more 
tho trap door fell and Neil was launched 
into eternity. The rope proved to be too 
long. Tho toos of Neil rooohod tho 
ground, and the sheriff and his dei)uty 
drew up two or three feet, and made it 
fast several minutes after tho fatal drop. 
The physician, upon examination of the 
body, found ttje pulse had ceased healing 
and in ten minutes they pronounced life 
extiact. The murder was committed on 
the afternoon of "Wednesday, Nov. 1st, in 
the town of Halsey. Nail wu^ a resident 
of that place, and kept a saloon there. 
His victim, Mr. Seth W. Hayes, was like- 
wi»ea resident of Halucy, and was one of 
the wealthiest, mo«t prominent and poace- 
able citizens iu that part of tho country. 
Neil, it appears, kept a house which bore 
the reputation of being noisy and turbu- 
lent, and was a general rendezvous for 
persons of low, dissipatud and vicious ha- 
bits. Somu complaint had been made by 
tho more ordorly and peace-loving robi- 
donts of Ualsay about tho <diaracter of tho 
Haloon prusi<lod over bj Neil. Mr. Hayes, 
it seems, had been among the nio^t prom- 
iniMitiu entering complaint against the 
place. This coming to Neil's ears, he be- 
oame greatly enraged, nnd started out 
about 3 o'clock in tlio afternoon to lind 
Mr. Hayes. Ho succeeded in lindiiig tho 
Ljbjact of his wrath Tijry fioon. Mr. 
Hayes at tho time was working at a well 
iu a lot northwest of the saloon, when 
Neil approached, using very abusive lan- 
guage, but no attention being paid to him 
ho beoamo slill more abusive. When 
Hayes utoopcd to adjust somo part of tho 
machinery with which he was working, 
Neil, supposing he was getting Bomo- 
tliing with which to protect himself, stab 
bud him in the abdomen, and again iu tho 
left breast, aud then attempted his escape 
across the field", but was soon folluwod 
by a score of citizens, ovortaken nnd ar- 
rested. After lingering in great agony 
until about 10 o'clock that evening, Mr. 
Hayes died.

Tho 
supposiiion is that our portly "artiiicial 
slono man" has "skootad" for the hilari- 
ous city of San Francisco, If this pro- 
sumption is correct wo say, along with a 
host of tlie Colonel's admirers, an revoir. 
At ))reseut writing wo are unable to state 
l)OBitiToly whether some of the Colonel's 
friends intend to insist upon having tho 
l)leaRuro of his company a little longer 
or not-O/tv/on/rtrt January 26th. Mr. 
J. HnntiuRton, of this city, returned 
from Portland last evening, ilo was paid 
his claim by the Colonel, and thinks tho 
Portland jieoplo intend ta bring him back. 
Soinn of tho pi^ople there are out and in- 
jured to the amount of eighty or ninety 
thousand dollars.

EUROPE. 

CoNSTANTioPLE, Jan. 20.— Sir Henry 
Elliott, British AmbaHsndor, left to-day. 

Baron Vou Werlher, German Ambassa- 
dor, nail on Saturday. 

Qou, Ignatiefl's dei)arturo is still re- 
tsrdod by tho tomporature of tho Black 
Sea. 

Paris, Jan. 20. — An official decree is 
promulgated to-doy i)rohibiting the im- 
portation into or transit through Franco 
of horned cattle, slipop or goats from 

Germany, England, Austria or Turkey. 
Im|)ortatioiis from otber countries aro al- 
lowed, subject to rigorous sanitary in- 
spection. 

Distressing accounts are received of 
scarcity of food in Pondicherry, and fam- 
ine is considered imminont. The Govern- 
ment will deinanil credit of the Chambers 
for necessary relief. 

Should Duo de Cises, Minister of For- 
eign Affairs, resign from the Cabinet in 
couscqnoiicii of (li:-agroeineut with M. Si- 
mon, Minister of .lustice aud Prosidootof 
tho Council, M. Simon will take the For- 
eign portfolio, and M. Bordeaux that of 
Minister of tho Interior. 

Following are the details of tho propos- 
ed Russian memorandum: Russiu 
will remind tho l-'iUropean Powers that 
iu consequence of the refusal of England, 
Austria and Franco to participate iu the 
progromme, Rusbia ontored upon more 
diroct individual intervention, and the 
(yzar announced tho intention to act alone 
if necessary to oxaot from Turkey what 
Russia knew could not bo obtaioed other- 
wise, liuasia joined tho Gonforouco bo- 
causo of the pacilie wi.shes of Europe, and 
BO as to permit the I'orte to show the full 
extent of its will Russia agreed to reduce 
hor domauds to a minimum. Henceforth 
Russia thinks herself entitled to reckon 
on the continued collective efforts of Eu- 
rope, whose record for common ulterior 
action has not been destroyed by the con- 
eliisiou of tho Conference. The memor- 
andum concludes by stating that Russia 
propo-os shortly to submit a programmo 
to which sho hopes to obtain thoadbesion 
of all tho Powers,

Tho report of tho Railway Department 
upon tho workiug of tho State lines up to 
the end of J uue last is an imposing docu- 
ment, which professes to afford informa- 
tion not only as to the extent of the trafiic 
but upon tho more important point whe- 
ther the railways are protitablo invost- 
inonls, a question which tho Report 
furniahoH no satisfactory dula for answer 
mg, as it deals only with tho debenture 
capital which wo havo borrowed, and 
takes no account of the capital which we 
iiave from time to time spent from the nn- 
mial revenue. Tho total amount which 
authority has beon given to rsise by loan 
is XK!,5U3.()',t3, nnd we havo actually rais- 
ed i'l2,107,000, fvi ttIiicu tho average rate 
of interest is a little over 5Ji per cent., 
amounting to i;()7G,360 a year. The net 
enrninga of the lines now open reach 
X1'J5,3G0, so that tho railways in their 
present condition entail an annual Iobs of 
.€18l),!)'J0, which is made good out of tho 
general revenue. When tho Boechworlh 
lino, in which a largo part of tho borrow- 
ed ciipital has been sunk, is oponoil for 
trallio, tho net earnings will bo considera- 
bly enlarged. This cannot be dona until 
tho route by which tbo ten miles between 
Oakloi[;h and Melbourne aro to be tra- 
versed has boon finally dotermiuod. For 
the last tliroo mouths negotiations havo 
boeu on foot between the Government 
and the directors of tha Melbourne 
and Hobsou's Bay Railway Company 
for the ])urcbaBO of the company's 
lino, which supplies tho most direct ac- 
cesi to Oakloigh, and yesterday instruc- 
tions were girou to tho solicitors on both 
sides to ])rei)aro and settle an agreement 
embodying the terms of tho contract into 
which they are prejjarcil to enter subject 
to the ratification of Parliament and of 
tho shareholders. The terms have not 
been disolosod, but it is known that tho 
basis of purchase is so ranch por shnro 
between a fixed luaximum and minimum, 
tho exact prico within thesQ limits to be 
ascertained by arbitration with reference 
to the condition of tho works and tho 
amount necessary to put them in good 
order. The zoturn to which I have re- 
ferred shows a satisfactory increase in thc 
railway income. particularly in the passen- 
ger rates, which aro far more protitablo 
than tho rates for gooils. In fact, a large 
part of tho currying business barely pays 
oxponsos, and though tho reduction in the 
freight tariff made by Mr. Woods when 
Minister of Railways brought in more 
custom than bofore, the custom was not 
worth having, and changed profit into 
loss withouteoufurriug any compensating 
benefit. — Cor. Loudon Times.
